GOLD AND JEWELS 


PHILADELPHIA. Feb. 13.— 


(AP)—Queen Srub-ad, Sumarian ru- 
ler of approximately 6,000 years 
ago, wore golden garters, earrings, 
a wig surmounted by a golden or- 
nament resembling a large .Span- 
ish comb, a heavily beaded cloak 
and carried her rouge in vanity 
cases of the period—cockleshells. 


Discovery of the queen's body in 


a tomb near that of her king was 
announced yesterday in a report 
from Leonard Woolley, director of 
the Joint expedition of the muse- 
um of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania and the British museum in 
Ur of the Chaldees. Mr. Woolley 
said the treasures found 
In the 


tomb, were the richest ever un- 
earthed in Ur. 


The tomb of the 
queen 
was 


found abutting the King's burial 
vault, which had been robbed of 
its treasures, and in the center 
was a burial pit containing the bod- 
ies of more than 50 men and worn1 
en, the warders of the tomb. 


A sloping ramp led down into the 


pit, the report stated, and on the 
slope lay the badtes of six soldiers 
of the guard, their crushed skulls 
encased in copper helmets arid their 
spears shouldered. They had been 
killed in'their place to remain as 
sentinels of the dead. 


"The rest of. the grave area was 


a shambles," Mr. Wooley 
said, 


"for in the narrow 
space 
were 


strewn 60 bodies of those sacrific- 
ed to the spirit of the dead. Along 
one side were men, their daggers 
on their hips; against the foot 
of the tomb! lay the chief ladles of 
the harem, eleven of them wear- 
ing what must have 
been 
full 


court regalia, consisting of elabor- 
ate headdress 
of gold 
ribbon, 


wheaths of gold mulberry leaves 
hung from strings of Lapis Lazuli 
and carnelian beads, silver pins 
with, lapis heads and great gold 
earrings. 


'Above the, hair of each, woman 


was a silver plant with long points 
ending in inlaid rosettes of gold, 
shell and lapis, and beside each lay 
cockelshells containing face paint 
and little alabaster unguent vases. 


"At the head, and feet of the 


dead queen' were crouched the bod- 
ies of her attendants. Her head- 
dress, worn originally over a great 
wig, was a marvellous sight. Coil 
after coil of gold ribbon surround- 
ed the hair; above 
these 
and 


across the forehead ran a frontlet 
of lapis and carnelian beads, from 
which hung heavy rings of gold. 
Higher up was a wreath of gold 
mulberry leaves, 
then 
another 


wreath with large flowers whose 
petals were inlaid with lapis and 
white shell. 


"The queen;wore a tight fitting 


necklace and--gold garters around 
her knees. Over .the upper part 
of the body was a cloak entirely 
covered with beadwork in vertical 
rows and horizontal 
groups 
and 


fringed with dangling gold rings. 
The cloak was fastened 
to 
the 


right shoulder with three gold and 
lapis pins, to each of which was 
fastened cylinder seal. On one of 
the seals was inscribed the queen's 
name."

Following rules should be ob- 


served: 
Process where the natural beauty 


of the'wood is brought out—suit- 
able for -such woods as walnut, 
mahogany and others 'having good 
grain and color. Where a wood is 
not entirely pleasing in color it 
may be stained as desired ( a wal- 
nut stain is often quite satisfac- 
tory on some of the cheaper woods) 
and finished otherwise as follows: 


1. Clean WJood thoroughly and 


hove it dry. 


2. Remove varnish.—Commercial 


varnish remover is less apt to in- 
jure., the wood and it is safer to 
use where one has excellent wood. 
Work with the grain of the wood. 


3. Clean.— A little gasoline or 


benzine may be Used for cleaning, 
but when it is used be sure to work 
in the open air and do not rub 
hard, since gasoline is highly in- 


, flammable. 


4. Sandpaper until (smooth.- —
